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TRIPLE MURDERER 
MAKES CONFESSION 
IN ORDER TO SLEEP 


Lashed by His Conscience, 
James McMahon Gives De- 
tails of Bloody Crime 


HE MURDERED SISTERS 
AND HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW 


McMahon Says He Couldn’t 
Rest Until He Killed Them 
and After Crime Was Com- 
mitted Something Told Him 
He Would Have to Confess. 
Now He Can Sleep. 


Kansas City. October 26.—James Mc- 
Mahon confessed today he murdered 
his sisters, Miss Rose McMahon and 
Mrs. Alozo Van Royen, and his broth- 
er-in-law. Alonzo Van Royen, on 4 
farm near Kansas City, Kan., last 
Tuesday. A long-standing family quar- 
rel caused the tragedy. McMahon kill- 
ed Van Royen in a wood and later 
went to the Van Roven home and shot 
his sisters. 

Cries of Mob Heard. 

Fearing mob violence by a throng 
gathered about the county fail after 
the confession, the authorities rushed 
the murderer and his brother,*Patrick 
McMahon. and Patrick Lamb. a farm 
hand. who are held as witnesses in 


the case. to the Kansas state peniten-, 


tlary at Lansing tonight in automo- 


biles. 

The cries of the mob were heard 
within the iail and the _ prisoners 
begged piteously to be taken to a place 
of safety. They were shipped quietly 
out of the jail before the crowd was 
aware of their departure, 

James McMahon took sole responsi- 
bility for the crime. In his verbal 
confession he especially exonerated 
his brother. whom he feared the offi- 
cers would charge with complicity in 
the crime. 

Couldn’t Keep Bleody Secret. 

McMahon’s inability to keep his 
secret caused his arrest. He told a 
friend today where he haki hidden the 
revolver with which he did the kill- 
ing and several articles he took from 
the Van Royen home. The sheriff 
went to the designated place and 
found the articles. 

Sheriff Becker then decided to ar- 
rest James McMahon. As he was pre- 
paring to go after the man, McMahon 
walked into his office and announced 
he was reasiv to help work on the 
case, as he had been doing each day 
since the tragedy. 

~ Becker immediately arrested him, 
and without telling of the evidence he 
had, took McMahon to his home, where 
he arrested Patrick McMahon and 
Lamb. 

Prosecutor Taggart and _ Sherif? 
Becker “sweated’’ James McMahon for 
two hours. Then McMahon collapsed 
and confessei all. 

Planned Crime for Months. 

“Yes, I killed my two sisters and 
brother-in-law, and I was crazy 
when I did it,” he shouted, rising out

Donaldson Liner Hestia, From 
ulasgow to Baltimore, Is 
Wrecked on a Ledge 


SAILORS GO 10 RIGGING 
TO ESCAPE THE BILLOWS 


But They Are Swept Away 
One by One---Four of Those 
Lost Boys—Only Six Per- 
sons Escaped---The Wind 
Prevented the Rescue 
Work. 


Eastport, Maine, October 26.—The 
North Atlantic’s annual toll of lives 
and vessels received the first tithe of 
the winter season from its tributary— 
the Bay of Fundy—today in the loss 
of at least a score of souls, and the 
destruction on a shoal, inside of Old 
Proprietor’s ledge, off Seal Cove, Grand 
Manan, of the Donaldson line steamer 
Hestia, bound from Glasgow for St. 
Johns and Baltimore. : 

Four Scotch Laddies Lost. 

Four of the’ victims—young Scotch 
laddies—were passengers on the ill- 
fated steamer, and the others were 
members of the crew. Captain New- 
man and twenty or more members of 
the crew were last seen this morning 
in a ship’s boat which was being 
tossed on a stormy sea. 

Of the forty persons. who -.-ere 
aboard the steamer when she plied up 
on the shoal at 1 o’clock this morning, 
only six are positively known to have 
been saved. They were forced to cling 
to the wreck, shifting their precarious 
positions often as the steamer was 
tossed by the great seas. 

It was not until 3 p. m. today that 
life-savers were able to man their boats 
and reach the stranded vessel. When 
rescued, the survivors were in a weak- 
ened state after their fourteen hours’ 
ordeal. : 

Those known to be saved are 

Third Mate Stewart, Second Engineer 
Morgan and Seamen Keen, McKenzie, 
Smith and McVickar. 

Cause of the Horror. 

A heavy northeasterly gale is be- 
lieved to have been responsible for the 
Hestia’s fate, although it is supposed 
that a mistake of the man at the wheel 
in belleving he had picked up Gannett 
Rock Light, while really discerning the 
gleams of the lighthouse on Machias 
Seal island, several miles southwest,

Says Excess of Taxes ver 
Obligations for This Year 
Will Be $2,056,503; 19, 


DECLINES TO GIVE: FIGURES 
ON WHICH CLAIM 1S BASED 


Says State Treasury Will Have 
All Money Needed to Meet 
All Obligations on January 1, 
1910---Other Predictions Esti- 
mate Deficit at From $400,- 
000 to $700,000. 


Hon. J. Pope Brown, state treas- 
urer, retterates,ina formal statement 
given out yesterday, his belief that 
the state of Georgia has accumulated 
a surplus of $2,000,000. 

The exact figures of the state 
treasurer’s prediction are $2,056,503.19. 
However the detailed figures on which 


he bases this estimate are not given 
Only his conclusions are get ‘forth in 
the following paragraph: 

“After a most thorough investiga- 
tion I find that with the close of the 
present year, if the state is charged 
with all unpaid appropriations for 1909 
and credited with cash on hand and 
taxes for 1909 still to be collected and 
collectible, the state will have a sur- 
plus of $2,056,503.19.” 

There is included in the statement 
an explanation of the way the state 
carries on it's business, but no figures 
showing how the big surplus was ac- 
cumulated or how many years it has 
been growing. The state treasurer 
simply declares that if all taxes due 
for the year were collected and all 
obligations were paid there would be 
left over something above $2,000,000. 

This means that there will be a 
clear surplus to apply to next year’s 
obligations as they mature of $2,000,- 
000. It will mean that without touch- 
ing the revenue for next year, there 
will be enough to satisfy the confed- 
efate pensioners, and leave almost one- 
half of the entire sum that will be 
due the schoo! teachers for the year. 

Status of Treasury Today. 

According to the figures prepared 
by the bookkeepers of the treasury 
department and included [fn the state- 
ment showing the condition &t the 
treasury at the close of business on 
October 25 there was only $44,091.38 
uf available cash. There is in the 
treasury $100,000 of borrowed money. 
Were it not for this fund, which the 
governor every year borrows to meet 
casual deficiencies, there would now 
be an actual deficit of $66,000 in addi- 
tion to the following obligations, 
which are due and unpaid: 

To schoo) teachers for the

To penitentiary. fund. e « » 24,000.00 


Total . « « » . $61,852.88 

The school teachers have only been 
paid 26 per cent of the amount due 
them for this year. This leaves 
$1,644,108 due on the school fund for 
the year, or which will be due on Jan- 
vary 1, 1910. The payment of this 
money is contemplated by the state 
treasurer in his supposrtion. 

Declines to Give Figures. 

Asked for the figures on which he 
had based his estimate, Mr. Brown 
said he had not included them in his 
statement because it’ would make the 
report too voluminous. 

A request of the reporter to see the 
figures was met by the statement that 
they were not then available. 

Mr. Brown was next asked by the 
reporter if the original statement pre- 
pared by him a week ago had been 
submitted to ex-Governor Hoke Smith 
and had his approval. Mr. Brown de- 
clined to say “yes” ‘‘no,”” but an- 
swered: 

‘That has nothing to peed with

Formerly Predicted Deficit. 

The recent declarations of State 
Treasurer Brown that Georgia had 
accumulated a big surplus, recalled to, 
the mind of capitol! officials a signed’ 
report made by him to Governor Brown 
on July 2, 1909, showing that the de- 
ficit on October 1, 1910, would be-$158,- 
274. On that day the cash in the 
treasury available for general purposes 
was $41.726.25. 

Will Break Even on January 2 

The receipts for the last quarter 
amounted to $464,397.19, and the total 
disbursements amounted to  $579,- 
743.40. The available cash balance 
in the treasury at the close of busi- 
ness Monflay was $44,091.38. 

‘But State Treasurer Brown esti- 
mates that there will he _ sufficient 
monev received during December to 
pay all the obligations due for _ the 
current year, leaving the amount re- 
ceived after that time on account of 
taxes for this year as clear surplus to 
the state. ’ 

* Harrison Explains Finances. 

Captain “Tip” Harrison, tax clerk 
in the office of the comptroller gen- 
eral for the past twenty-four years, 
insists that the state's financial 
status at this time are not any dif- 
ferent from what they have been at 
this season of the year ever since he 
has been in office. 

He showed how the receipts and dis- 
bursements which theoretically should 
be cleared up in one year, ran over 
into the next. His remedy for the

Mexico City, October 26.—An 
mated lose of five millions of pesos, 
cluding crops of corn, beans and other 
grain, fruit and fine hardwoods, two 
lives known to be lost, and mnay 
others it is feared sacrificed in the 


floods. hundreds of homes in country 
and town washed away and thousands 
of head of cattle drowned are the 
known results of the disastrous cloud- 
burst and storm that broke over the 
state of Tabasco, following on twenty- 
one days’ of incessant rain all over 
this region. Rivers are out of their 
banks. towns are inundated, thou- 
sands are homeless, and no relief is 
yet in sight. 

A total of 32% inches of water has 
fallen in the state in three weeks, 
which !s the record for waterfall in 
32 years. A large part of the lower 
section of San Juan Bautista is tnder 
water. The Barrio of Santa Cruz has 
been totally depopulated, and the wa 
ter is three and four feet deep in 
many houses. Temporary 
houses have been fitted up by the au- 
thorities of San Juan Bautista, and 
more than a thousand people are be- 
ing fed and lodged at the city’s ex- 
pense. 

So complete is the inundation of 
Santa Rosa that it resembles an arm 
of the sea. Streets, parks and gar- 
dens are. inundated by dAhree feet of 
water, and the population is living on 
roofs, shivering and starving, praying

Sensation Sprungat. Trial 
in U. S. Court. 


Prosecuted for Aiding in De-

Pittsburg, Pa., October 26.—Follow- 
ing a*sensational statement in the 
United States district court here to- 
day, the trial of Barney Grossmann. 
a Green county business man, charged 
with aiding and abetting former 
Cashier J. B. F. Rhinehart. of. the 
Waynesburg Farmers and Drovers’ Na- 
tional bank. to defraud that institution, 
was suddenly suspended. 

The statement was made by counse) 
for the defense that.an agreement was 
reached some time ago between Gross- 
man and representatives of the comp- 
troller of the currency in Washington, 
by which Grossman’was promised im- 
munity from civil and criminal prose- 
eution upon payment of $60,000 of a 
claim of $230,000. which the bank held 
against him. Upon the request of at- 
torneys for the government, the case 
was continued till the May term of 
court. , 

When counsel for the defense made 
the statement above given, the United 
States district attorney fairly shouted 
that he knew notbing of such an 
agreement as counsel alleged, and. tf 
it were true, the status of the case 
would be materially changed and a 
thorough investigation would have to 
be made in justice to the comptroller 
of the currency.

He saw today, however, 
many caving banks, evidences of how 
the channel constantly is undergoing 
radical changes, and how the piece- 
meal work of improvement In the past 
has gone for naught. 

In the three brief speeches he 4e- 
livered with husky voice today at Cape 
Girardeau, Mo.: at: Cairo, Til., and at 
Hickman, Mr. Taft reiterated his posi- 
tion in favor of deep waterways 
wherever it can be demonstrated that 
improvement are feas- 
ible, are necessary and can be carried 
to completion without a too great ex- 
penditure of money.

Tokio, October 26.—Hirobumi Ito, @ 
prince of Japan, but the greatest com- 


the uncrowned ‘ruler of Korea, who, 


hoping to rebuild that country, stood 
between Korea and the degradation 
of immediate annexation, was assas- 
sinated by Koreans today just as he 
alighted from a special train at Har- 
bin, Manchuria, to which he went 
from Tokio. in his capacity as presi- 
dent of the privy council, on a mis- 


sion of peace. 
Why He Went to Manchuria. 
Prior to his departure, Pririce Ito 


said: 

“T am going on my own initiative, 
with the approval of my emperor, with 
the hope of securing a better under- 
standing with China and of assuring 
the world that Japan’s intentions in 
Manchuria are amicable to China and 
friendiv to the commerce of al] na- 
tiong. When I return I hope to give 
positive evidence of this.” 

Undoubtedly Prince Ito intended to 
inaugurate and enforce a_ distinct 
policy in Manchuria, but the exact 
nature of this was not disclosed. Mar- 
quis Katsura, the premier and minis- 
ter of finance, after the assassination, 
said in an interview: 

“The death of Prince Ito wilt not 
change the policies of Japan. The pa- 
cific motives of Prince Ito will ever be 
maintained, and the traditions left by 
him will always be followed.” 

Japan ig Mourning. 

The entire nation is in mourning; 
the flags on the foreign embassies 
have been placed at half-mast, while 
all public and many private functions 
have been abandoned. The Japanese 
and foreign newspapers appear’ with 
black borders. Only the death of the 
emperor could arouse similar demon- 
Perhaps Prince 
Ito’s death causes more universal sin- 
cerity and grief because he was idol- 
ized by the masses as the great coun- 
sellor of the elder statesmen, the cre- 
ator of the cabinet, and the friend of 
the emperor himself. 

The boy crown prince of Korea is 
reported to have been inconsolable 
when the news of the assassination of 
his aged tutor by Koreans was broken 
to hime 


Prince’s Son Informed. 

Geonoa, October 26.—Prince Ito's 
son, Hirokuni, arrived here this eve- 
ning aboard the Atsuta Maru from 
London. He was met by the Japanese 
consul, who informed him of his fath-

Cincinnati, October 26.—The E. O. 
Eshelby Tobacco Company, located in 
Cincinnat!, Mr. E. O. Eshelby being 
proprietor of The Cincinnati Commer- 
cial Tribune, entered suit today in the 
United States district court here 
against the Burley Tobacco society.

ing that the présent limit of ad val- 
orem taxation may be increased from 
5 mills to 5% mills annually, the ex- 
tra half-mill to be levied to pay the 
school fund debt. This extra one- 
half mill would yield $350,000 per an- 
num, or $700,000 in two years; and thus 
pay off the debt due the schools and 
put them on a cash basis.” 
Statement of Treasurer Brown. 

Mr. Brown's statement follows: 

“T have received so many inquiries 
as to the financial condition of the 
state that I have sought carefully to 
ascertain the facts. 

“While the treasurer is not charged 
with the duty of financing the _ state, 
still, I feel that the people are entitléd 
to know the result of my investigation. 

“The state’s fiscal year runs from 
January 1 to December 31, inclusive, 
and most of the discussion has been 
upon what would be the condition of 
the treasury at the close of the pres- 
ent year. 

“The two questions that have been 
under consideration are, first, how 
much cash will be in the treasury on 
January 1, next; and, second, what will 
be the true condition of the treasury,

“The exact amount of cash which 
will be in the treasury on January 1. 
[ next, must depend largely upon’ how 
rapidly taxes are paid in December. 

“With cash enough 
to meet the immediate liabilities of 
the state at that time, the question of 
real importance is, what will be the 
true condition of the treasury, credit- 
ing assets and deducting liabilities? 


in the treasury | 


taxes and paying the appropriations 
for 1909 with which to meet appropria- 
tions for 1910? 

“After a most thorough investigation 
I find that with the close of the pres- 
ent year, if the state is charged with 
all unpaid appropriations for 1909 and 
credited with cash on hand and taxes 
for 1909 still to be collected and col- 
lectible. the state will have a surplus 
of $2,056,503.19 with which to begin 
the payment of appropriations for 1910. 

“The question arises, with such 4a 
surplus at the first of the year, why 
are not all claims of the school teach- 
ers met promptly as they mature? 

“The bulk of the income of the state 
is from ad valorem taxes. Their col- 
lection begins in October, increase in 
November, December and January and 
continues even beyond April. The heavy 
collections are in December and Jan- 
uary. 

“The monthly revenue of state, out- 
side of ad valorem taxes, is hardly suf- 
ficient to meet current expenses over 
and above the required payments upon 
the public debt, and appropriations for 

ensions and public schools. 

“Under our present law we must pay 
| $950,000 to pensions in February. In- 
_ terest on the state bonds. together 
with $100,000 set apart annually for 
the sinking fund, will tax our surplus 
to the amount of $400,000. This only 
leaves a little over $650,000 of the sur- 
Dlus to be used for paying teachers 
and other bills before the ad valorem 
taxes begin to come in in November. 
1910. 

“The surplus of $2,056,503.19 gives 
ample money to meet the calls on the 
treasury until some time during ‘the 
summer. From that time until the ad 
valorem taxes begin to come in all the 
teachers’ claims cannot be.met unless 
Other current liabilities are left un- 
paid. 

“If only half of the pensions had 
been paid in February and half had 
remained to be paid from the ad va- 
lorem taxes in December, this would 
have left $475,000 of additional cash 
in the treagury. That would have cov- 
ered the school claims which have been 
presented so far this year. 

“This condition of the treasury is 
nothing new. It is the natural result 


'of making appropriations pavable dur- 


ing a given vear and relying upon the 
taxes not collected until the last of the 
year with which to meet paymensgs.

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M'LENDON CASE 
IN JUDGE'S HANDS 


Final Arguments Heard 
in Fight Over Railroad 
Commissionership. 


Savannah, Ga., October 26.—(Special.) 
In the hands of Judge Chariton, of the 
Chatham superior court, now rests the 
decision of the fight over the Georgia 
railroad commissionership now held by 
Joseph F. Gray, and sought by its 
former occupant, Guyt McLendon. 

At the conclusion of the argument of 
former Justice Lamar this afternoon, 
Judge Charlton took the case under ad- 
visement, but reserved his decision 
which it is not expected will be long 
As the law requires it be 
handed down within ten days, it is seen 
the contestants will not long beheld in 
suspense. It is recognized that Judge 
Chariton’s decision will not be ac- 
ceptable as final regardless of its trend. 

Colonel Garrard Speaks. 

Colonel] William Garrard, who had 
not finished his argument at adjourn- 
ment of court yesterday, quickly fin- 
ished this morning, and was followed 
by Captain Robert M. Hitch, who also 
spoke for Mr. Gray. He was followed 
in turn by Genera] Peter Meldrim for 
Mr. Gray, while Judge Lamar closed 
the case for Mr. McLendon. 

Colonel Garrard said, in part: ‘“‘When 
aman comes with quo warranto he 
must come entirely disentangled. He 
must come with clean hands. The dir- 
ficulty When Mr. McLendon handled 
the street railway bonds was that he 
received his brokerage commission, and 
it so struck the general assembly. Un- 
der the plea of bringing money into 
Georgia pro bono publico, he handled the 
bonds, but he took the commission even 
though he was not supposed to be act- 
ing pro bono McLendon. The tribunal 
to put McLendon back would be the 
legislature, and that is the only tribu- 
nal which shouid have done so ac- 
cording to the law of state. The legis- 
lature refused, and it would be out- 
rageous to put him back again.” 

Captain Hitch said: 

“In the celebrated Tavior v. Beck- 
ham case. of Kentucky. the United 
States court unequivocally and for <all 
time decided that there was no prop- 
erty right in public office. It-makes 
no difference whether there is property 
or not in office, if removal is caused 
by due process of law, that a public 
office is the property of him to whom 
the duties thereof are intrusted is re- 
pugnant to the highest ideal of our 
constitution, and it would be incom- 
prehensible and would 0be revolting 
that such a property right existed. A 
man in public office cannot only be 
legislated out of office, but his suc- 
cessor can also be legislated into office. 
The fact that the governor did not 
give Mr> McLendon a hearing !s now 
Iimmatertal. He had his hearing before 
the legisiature and is now complain- 
ing against that body. The reporting 
to the legislature by the governor of, 
the suspension and his reasons there- 
for were sufficient, and the law con- 
templates that removal may be by 
the process deemed the most expedi- 
tious.” 

General Meldrim’s argument was a 
brief resume of the main contentions 
in the case. It was an emphasis of 
the legal points involved and was pre- 
sented clearly in few words, and was 
a summary of Mr. Gray’s position. 


POSTPONE STEGALL CASE 
UNTIL NOVEMBER 22 


The hearing of the habeas corpus 
proceedings in the Stegall case has 
been postponed until November 22. The 
case was originally set for Monday, 
October 26, but Attorney Millner. of 
Dade county, represented to Judge 
Newnan that he was not ready to take 
up the defense at the present time, 
and asked a postponement. 

Cc. E. Stegall, it will be remembered.

which could be used in prosecuting the 
case.

Plan of Wu Ting Fang

proval in Mexico. 


San Antonio. Texas, October 26.—If 
the plans of Wu Ting Fang. Chinese 
minister to the United States, work 
out, Chinese colonies will probably be 
established in Texas. The minister. en 
route to Mexico City. 
to thank President Diaz for sending a 
special envoy from Mexico to- China 
to attend the funeral of the late em- 
peror. took occasion between trains to 
j discuss what he had seen of the state. 

“When I saw the fine fields of grow- 
ing grain as I entered the state,” he 
said, “I thought of my countrymen in 
the crowded and frozen north of the 
United States, and I have been won- 
dering why more do not come to Texas, 
where rice can be grown.

He refused to discuss his mission to 
Mexico, saying it was. a diplomatic 
one and until he had performed it he 
could not talk.

Baltimore, Md., October 26.—Stock- 
holders of the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company, it was understood 
here today, probably will be asked at 
the annual meeting to be held in Rich- 
mond, Va., on November 16 to authorize 
a refunding mortgage to provide funds 
for improvements and to retire under- 
living Hens. Notices apprising stock- 
holders of this action are expected to 
be sent out shortly. 

Money for Double Track. 

It is understood that the company, 
which is «ontrolled by Baltimore capl- 
tal, does not contemplate issuing any 
of the bonds in the immediate future, 
but the directors wish to be in a pos!i- 
tion to raise money for double track- 
ing and otherwise improving the sys- 
tem when they decide the time is pro- 
pitious. 

Whether the bonds will bear 4 or 
4% per cent interest is a detai) still to 
be decided, it was stated, as is’ also 
the amount of the issue, though the 
financial district hears that the total 
will be anywhere from $125,000,000 to 
$175,900,000. It is understood to be 
the desire of the management to pro- 
vide for financing the needs of the 
company over a long period of years, 
the consolidated mortgage for $80,000,- 
000 having been exhausted. 

Of the proposed refunding mortgage 
it is said that at least $25,000,000 will 
be set aside for double tracking the 
system and increasing terminal facill- 
ties. The sum of $21,566,600 will be 
given in exchange for an equal amount 
of 4 per cent certificates indebtedness 
and the pnalance wil] be held in the 
treasury to retire underlying liens as 
they mature and to provide for future 
needs. 

Funded Debt of Road, 
funded debt of the Atlantic 
Coast Line Railroad nOw amounts to 
$117,.708,850. The $21,566,600  certifi- 
cates of indebtedness cannot be retired

Sketch eof General Howard’s Career. 
Washington, October 26,.—General 


Oliver Otis Howard lived for a number 
of years in this city and was promi- 
nent in army life. In 1561, Lieutenant 
Howard organized the Third Maine in- 
fantry and three years later he resign- 
ed his commission in the regular army. 
In the same vear he was made briga- 
dier general. and on November 9, 1862, 
he was promoted to major general. 

On December 2], 1864, he was ap- 
pointed to the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral of the regular service, and on Jan- 
varv 1, 1869, he was honorably mus- 
tered out bv the volunteer service. 
General Howard was made major gen- 
eral in 1886, and on November §&, 1894, 
he reached the retired list. 

He was breveted maior ® general 
March 13. 1865, for gallant and merito- 
rious service at the battle of Ezra 
church and during the campaign 
against Atlanta. 

General Howard was one of the few 
persons to whom the thanks of con- 
gress have been presented. On Janu- 
ary 28, 1869, a joint resolution was 
passed by congress declaring that ‘the 
gratitude of the American people are 
due to Maior General Howard for the 
skill and heroic valor when he drove 
back and repulsed, broken and dispirit- 
ed, hevond the Rappahannock from 
(jettvsbureg, the “-veferan army of’ the 
rebellion.” 

lle was awarded a medal of honor 
in 1893 for distinguished bravery at 
the battle of Fair Oaks, Va., June l, 
1862, where he was twice wounded in 
the right arm, necessitating its am- 
putation. Hie served in many great 
battles, and in the Seminole campaign 
in Florida. and in July, 1864, was com- 
mander of the department of Tennes- 
see. 

General Howard was largely instru- 
mental in establishing in Washington 
Howard university, which was named 
in his honor, and was its president 
from 1869 to 1873. He commanded the 
Nez Perces campaign in 1887. 

Hie was superintendent of the West 
Point Military academy from 1881 to 
1882. General Howard was a cheva- 
lier of the Legion of Honor of France, 
and In addition to being a popular lec- 
turer. he was an author of note.

ATLANTA SPIRITIZING THE SOUTH. 


Holding thé sleeping southern railroads primarily and largely responst- 
ble for. permitting systematic emigration from the south to the west, Rich- 
ard H. Edmonds, of The Manufacturers’ Record, in yesterday's Constitution 
emphasized that the southern people could not escape partial culpability in 
the same direction. | ‘ : 

Mr. Edmonds indicted the railroad policy that, for the sake of a few 
paltry dollars in railroad fares, had forfeited thousands of dividend-producing 


settlers to the west, and then said: 


But while the railroads have thus been shortsighted, the people of 
the south, as a whole, have also been somewhat shortsighted. Neither 
the pot nor the kettle can afford to call the other black. Suppose, for 
instance, every town and city in the south was a duplicate in energy 
and work and vision of the south’s possibilities of Atlanta. We would 
then have a thpusand centers of life and energy, and all the railroads 
in the country Couidn’t tempt the people of the south to go elsewhere 
to look for a broader field. That the Atlanta spirit is not seen every- 
where in the scuth, that Affanta’s progress is not duplicated in a 
hundred of other equally as well located places, is not to the credit of 
the south. 


In the western states, no town or community is too poor or small to 
maintain what they call a “booster” organization. | 

Headed by a few wide-awake and determined spirits, these organiza- 
tions literally dragoon into line the skinflint and sluggish members of the 
community, shaming them into contributing liberally to development and 
exploitation funds, and refusing to allow them to occupy the parasitic atti- 
tude of profiting by the patriotic generosity of other citizens. 

As an inevitable result of this broad-gauged policy, the whole country 

is told, day after day, month by month, year in and year out, of the 
advantages of settling in this or that state or town in the great western 
region. 
If there is the slightest nibble at the alluring advertising bait cast upon 
the waters, the “prospect” is flooded with amply and eloquently illustrated 
circulars, preaching the substantial glories of the west and appealing to 
every instinct possessed by the genus homo. 

The communities of the west “card-index” prosperity. 
wait for settlers to inquire’ casually regarding western advantages. 
go out after settlers with a strong arm and a mallet! 

And that is the schedule to which every southern town and city must 

come. Mr. Edmonds declares that if communities in this section devel- 
oped an Atlanta spirit of their own, the problem of developing the southern 
states would be vastly simplified. 
. It is, therefore, incumbent upon the south to become Atlanta-spiritized. 
Atlanta has, for instance, expended a sum approximating $300,000 in the 
past six months on account of publicity. If other towns and cities man- 
ifested even proportionate enterprise, the aggregate wealth of this section 
would nearly double in a decade. 

Self-effacement does not pay in sections any more than it does in indi- 
viduals! The southern railroads and people should combine in such a cam-

Taxpayers everywhere would be delighted to know that this statement 
is correct, even down to the 19 cents. It would move the whole state to 
join in general thanksgiving. 

But haunting doubts obtrude themselves. Is it really true the state 
will be over $2,000,000 ahead ofits obligations on January 1? 

Before indulging in felicitations upon escape from the effects of a 
most unbusinesslike fistal system, it might be well to examine the matter 
more carefully. Perhaps Providence has not really intervened. 

In the first place, Mr Brown fails to give any figures whatever to sup- 
port his contention. Every other person who has discussed the status of 
the treasury has dealt in figures. It would seem almost impossible to set 
forth a statement of the state's fiscal status without figures. 

Also, Mr. Brown promised a detailed statement to support his cheering 
claim. The taxpayers were eagerly awaiting it. Yet when fie statement 
comes, it contains nothing more than was in his Carrollton speech. 

if the state has really accumlated $2,056,503.19, over and above obliga- 
tions, everybody will rejoice. It will mean there is a working balance in 
the treasury available for paying all claims promptly—even the teachers. 
No longer will the governor be forced to exércise his legal power to 
borrow $200,000 annually to meet casual deficiencies. No longer will the 
treasury be forced to kite with the teachers’ money to keep the civil estab: 
lishment and the various state institutions going. 

It is a situation to delight the patriotic Georgian. Perhaps even now 
the memopers of the next legislature are figuring on what to do with these 
couple of odd millions of extra money. 

Others have figured the deficit on January 1, 1910, all the way from 
$400,000 to $750,000. Mr. Brown says: “As a result of the most thorough 
investigation, I am confident there will be ample cash collected during De- 
cember to meet every liability which may be presented on January 1.” 

He shows that out of the surplus he predicts will be available the pen- 
sions due in February may be paid, the interest on the state's bonds, the 
sinking fund, and then leave $650,000 to pay the teachers “before the ad 
valorem taxes begin to come in in’ November, 1910.” | 

Figuring in the spectal taxes, which amount to $1,500,000 a year, and 
which the state treasurer has overlooked, although this is the sole source 
of revenue on which the state relies until ad valorem taxes come in each 
fall, there will be more than enough for all state purposes. 

It would be wonderfully gratifying if it would only work out. 

January 1, 1910, will tell the story. Let us wait and see.

PLIGHT OF THE COTTON MILLS. 


There has been no effort made to show, in discussion of the situation 
brought about by high-priced cotton, that the mills of this country, as well 
as those abroad, are not confronted by serious problems and conditions. 
On the other hand, The Constitution, in what it has had to say upon 
the subject, has had the interests of the mills well in view, and in advis- 
ing against present curtailment to an extent greater than that which will 
naturally be brought about by a short crop of raw material, we have done 
so upon a basis of absolute confidence that THE PRICE OF THIS SEA- 
SON’S COTTON CROP IS NOT GOING ANY LOWER THAN THE PRES- 
ENT MARKET. 

Whatever of the raw material, therefore, the mills lay in now, they will 
get at lower rates than they will have to pay if they wait until later in 
the season. , 

It is extremely unfortunate for the mills.that the present prices of 
goods are controlled by large surplus stocks, which many of them have 
carried over from last season, when they got the raw material around nine 
cents, and not by the prices which the present crop is bringing. 

The result is that until these surplus stocks are sold or materially. re- 
duced, they must continue to place goods upon the basis of last year’s price 
of raw material, while actually. working upon the basis of the new price. 

But the remedy must come from higher priced zoods: it wfll not come 
from lower priced cotton. 

In some instances, particularly in the case of newly established mills, 
these conditions béar hardly upon them, as will be apparent from the fol- 
lowing statement in a Manchester, England, dispatch to The New York 
Journal of Commerce: 


Reports issued ty thirty limited cotton-spinning companies carry- 
ing on operations in the Oldham, Manchester and Bolton districts show 
losses amounting in the aggregate to nearly £20,000 on the past year’s 
working. Close vpon twenty millions of spindles and 10,000 looms are 
either stopped or only partially running in southeast Lancashire alone. 
Between thirty and forty companies, representing nearly £4,000,000 
worth of capita’ and owning over three million spindles, which started 
two or three yeo.rs ago, have paid no dividends as yet, but have lost 
thousands of pounds. Five-pound shares in certain new mills near 
Manchester, on which 70 shillings have been paid, are now being offered 
at half a crown each. Seventy thousand operatives are suffering from 
the continued depression, and many of these have invested their hard- 
earned savings in newly-floated companies. 


But there is another side to the picture. 

Consumption must, within a reasonable period, exhaust stocks on hand& 
and with a cotton crop admittedly some 2,000,000 bales short of the world’s 
needs, the time will have to come—nor can we believe it so far distant— 
when the goods market will necessarily respond ‘to present raw material 
prices. 

The situation is simply one of the raw material price beating the goods 
price to the post. 


In the meantime, it is, of course, a difficult problem which the mills 
have to face, in that they must make goods on the high-price basis and 
sell upon a basis of what they paid last vear. 

The situaticg: will ultimately right itseir, and the turn of, the mills is 
as sure to come as did that of the faFmer. 

It is to be hoped that the mill interests will be able to take this 
optimistic view of it and look and work to the time when results will be

FULTON COUNTY 
S. PROSPEROUS 


Financial Condition Bet- 
ter Than Since 1901. 


For the First Time in Eight 
Years the County Will Not 
Find It Necessary to Bor- 
row Any Money to Meet 
Operating Expenses. 


With a surplus of more than $125.- 
000 in the treasury, Fulton county to- 
dav finds itself in far better financial 
condition than at any time since 1901, 
according to a report made vesterday 
to the grand jury by Clerk Henry M 
Wood, of the board of county commis- 
sioners. And for the first time 
eight years the county will not find it 
necessary to borrow any money with 
which te meet operating expenses, thus 
anticipating tax collections. Hereto- 
fore it has been found necessary to 
borrow in the neighborhood of $100,000 
each yvear. 

The report made to the grand jury 
embraces an audit of the accounts of 
H. L. Culberson, county treasurer; A. 
P. Stewart, tax collector, and M. IL. 
Brittain, superintendent of county 
schools, from August 31, 1908, to Au- 
gust 31, 1909. 

This report shows that on August 
81 of this year there was in the coun- 
ty treasury $227,379.19. Of this amount, 
however, $100,659.19 is a part of the 
new court house fund, raised by sne- 
cial taxation. This leaves a net total 
of $126,720.33 for operating expenses 
of the county. The report shows fur- 
ther that Superintendent Brittain, of 
the county schools, has received during 
the past year $65,807.65, and has paid 
out $59,979.57, which includes $4,600 
borrowed last year. This leaves a bal- 
ance in the school fund of $6,727.08, 
which will obviate. the necessity of 
borrowing money with which to meet 
the current school expenses before the 
next taxes are collected. 

At this time last vear 
owed a little more than $100,000, 
which waS not paid until last Feb- 
ruary. And from the taxes collected 
during the year not only have all the 
operating expenses of the county s0 
far been paid, but the $100,000 debt 
has been cleared off, and there is still 
a surplus of more than $125,000. This 
prosperous financial condition is due 
almost entirely to increase in value of 
the taxable property of the county, it 
is said.

than it takes to read this, the entire 
regiment was out of the company mess 
and ready to fight fire. 

It was discovered that the home of 
Company F, Captain Van Horn, com- 
manding, was on fire, and the entire 
row of barracks was threatened with 
the flames which were whipped about 
by a sharp breeze. 

Under the skilful direction of fire 
marshal, Captain Adolph Huguet ,the 
regulars got their fire-fighting appa- 
ratus at work in record-breaking time 
and soon had three streams of water 
from the post hydrants at play upon 
the barracks.

ELECTRIGAL CHIMES 
ON GREAT WHITE WAY 


There is now being erected on the 
front of the George Muse Clothing 
Company building, on Whitehall street, 
at a cost of $1.000 a set of electrical 
tubular chimes, attached to a double 
dial elock. which is to be brilliantly 
illuminated by night, and will form a 
most attractive feature of Atlanta's 
Great White Way. , 

There is a double set of chimes: 
Westmnister and Cathedral, in the 
chime case, which is ten feet tall and 
constructed of brass and copper, and 
the clear chimes will be rung eévery 
fifteen minutes during the @ay and 
night. 

On either side of the chime case is 
an art glass with the single word 
“Muse.” which can be read for blocks 
by day and illuminated the same dis- 
tance by night. 

These chimes will strike each quar- 
ter of an hour in addition to ringing 
out the hour. 

At a quarter past the hour. there 
will be four strokes of the Westmin- 
ster chimes; at half-past there will be 
eight strokes of the Cathedral chimes:

at three-quarters past there will be 
twelve strokes of “Reveille,”’ and on the 
hour there will be sixteen strokes of 
the Westminster chimes, followed by 
the tolling of the hour. 

This idea originated with W. W. Orr, 
the well-known secretary and treas- 
urer of the George Muse Clothing Com- 
pany, who made a‘special trip to Chi- 
cago for the purpose of selecting the 
chimes. As an added feature he had 
a clock with dials twenty-four inches 
in diameter constructed and appended 
to the chime case. 

W. E. Hushaw, an electrical expert 
from the McClintock-Loomis Company, 
of Minneapolis, Minn., is in the city 
for the purpose of building this clock, 
and his task will be completed within 
the week. 

The mechanism of the. exposed clock 
and chimes is controlled by a master 
clock, which stands twelve feet high, 
on the second floor of the building. 

In furnishing this clock to this firm 
it is stipulated that this is the only 
one to be sold in this city. 

The musical notes of these chimes, 
the first in the city, will be awaited 
with the keenest anticipation. 


HUNTING SEASON OPENS 
ON MONDAY, NOVEMBER | 


This is the Open season for ‘possum.

The state law now imposeg a tax of 
$26 upon pot hunters for each county 
in which they hunt. The law pending 
before the last legislature, and which 
provideq for a tax upon all sports- 
men, resident and non-resident, and 
required written consent of land own- 
ers before a sportsman could hunt on 
Such land, was not passed. The writ- 
ten consent agreement developed the 
principal opposition to the bill. 

At present, the law defines the open 
season as follows: 

For quall, partridge. wild turkey and 
pheasant. November 1 to March 15; 
for doves, July 15 to March 15: for 
marsh hens and snipe, November I! to 
March 15: for woodcock and wood- 
duck, September | to February |}. 

The law limits each sportsman to 
40 doves in any One day. 

Every thorough sportsman is insist- 
ing on the strict observance of the 
law by all the members of his hunt- 
ing party, as a means of protecting 
the rapidly thinning coveys of birds 
and diminishing numbers of other 
game birds.

SOUTHERN MAKES 
ANNUAL REPORT 


Copies of Fifteenth An- 
nual Report Are Made 
to Stockholders. 


The Southern raiilway’s fifteenth an- 
nual report, which has “just been 
maile@ to its stockholders, shows the 
continued forward strides of southern 


industries. 

From the statistics contained there- 
in, it is seen that 453 new plants and 
manufacturing establishments have 
been put into operation in the past 
year along its various lines. The ton- 
nage of the road has shown an in- 
crease of nearly 50 per cent per mile 
in the past decade, or 42 per cent, to 
be exact. 

A further indication of the growth 
of this section is revealed by the state- 
ment that 70 per cent of the tonnage 
of the road is now produced in the 
southern states. Among other things 
the report says: 

“The industrial south has not been 
stagnant, despite the business depres- 
sion. . . The textile industry of 
the south took 2,563,873 bales, or over 
18 per cent of last year’s cotton crop, 
to be spun and woven in southern fac- 
tories. > kee south is no 
longer a mere producer of raw matie- 
rials. 

“Cotton and its side products consti- 
tuted 7.23 per cent of the total ton- 
nage. hauled over the lines of the 
Southern railway last year 1,600,266 
tons of cotton, cotton seed, cotton seed 
hulls, meal and cake, cotton seed oll.

factory products being transported 
during the vear ended June 30, 1909.

"INSANE. DELUSION 
~ OF PERSECUTIONS” 


This Malady Pronounced 
as Cause of Alston’s 
Suicide. 


At the coroner’s inquest held over the 
body of Lemuel Alston, the postoffice 
clerk who committed suiciae Saturday 
night, from the testimony of physi- 
clans it developed that the cause of his 
action was a malady termed. “insane 
delusion of persecutions,’’ and not 
despondency over his ill-health, as was 
commonly believed. 

Although Alston was very morose 
and taciturn, from time to time, he 
would tell some of his coworkers that 
he had been singularly chosen by Fate 
to bear the brunt of all the evils com- 
mitted by all his ancestors for’ many 
years back.- No particular attention 
Was ever pald to this, as the clerks in 
general thought it Was a kind of hu- 
mor which Alston was wont to display 
at times. 

It was noticed lately that he was be- 
coming more and more reserved until 
finally he ceased to be on speaking 
terms with any of the clerks. 

The general symptoms of this af- 
fliction are that the victim believes all 
the world to be conspiring against him. 
Since Alston’s death it has developed 
that he stood in fear of some secret 
enemy which he could not describe. It 
is said that he believed himself to be 
watched by a thousand eyes at all 
times, and that whenever he saw two 
policemen standing together he would 
imagine that they nudged each other 
and looked at him significantly. To 
his distorted fancy the careless greet- 
ing of the clerks as he camé to work in 
the morning seemed the sign of the 
“coffin cross” portending dire evil. 

These workings of a disordered brain 
soon brought his nerves to such a state 
that he was totally unfit for any kind 
of work, and finally drove him to sui- 
cide. 

After his death a note was found 
which read as follows: ‘I cannot live 
In Atlanta; I cannot get out. I. am 
afraid that I am going to be mobbed.

Charge Is Made by in 


Sergeant Cram. 


Alleged That at St. Louis Con- 
vention Hearst Offered Huge 
Sum for Tammany’s Support. 
Gaynor Threatens, if Elected, 
to Drive Hearst from City.

New York, October 26.—William J. 


Gaynor, democratic nominee for mayor, 
and Otto T. Bannard, the’ republican 
candidate, both spoke in Manhattan, 
but Hearst, who {is running independ- 
ently, made it a night of rest. 

Gaynor addressed a gathering under 
the auspices of the Democratic Union 
at the Amsterdam Opera House In 
West Forty-fourth street. Bannarda 
appeared before a labor mass meeting 
at Cooper Union. Neither candidate 
brought out anything new in their 
speeches. 


During the afternoon the republican 
nominee addressed the Woman's 
publican League at the Waldorf, dur- 
ing which he declared that if elected 
he would appoint women to the board 
of education. His remarks were re- 
celved with applause. 

Why Gaynor Brings Libel Suit. 

Judge Gaynor issued a statement 
this afternoon with reference to his 
suit for2libel against the Press Publish- 
ing Company, publishers of The New 
York World, a suit which was in- 


tm 


stituted because The Evening World, 
although supporting Gaynor, opened 
its columns to Arthur Brisbane, edi- 
torial writer for the Hearst papers, who 
wrote the article containing the al- 
leged libel. In his statement Gaynor 


said: 

“It is time that libelers be taught a 
lasting lesson in this great and  en- 
lightened city, and I now pledge my- 
self to the people of this city that 
when elected and Mr. Battle comes in 
as district attorney, I shall teach thém 
that lesson. It is time that New 
York should be freed from them. Since 
the coming to this city of a certain in- 
dividual, assassination by libel and 
slander and self-laudation have been 
turned into a system. Honor to the 
newspapers who honorably oppose me.” 

The “white slave’ charge has not as 


yet subsided, although denounced on 
all sides by Tammany leaders as false 
and a libel on the name of the city. 
It was-announced today that the 
grand lodge of the Independent Order 
of B’rith Abraham was arranging for a 
mass meeting to protest against the 
charge so far as they relate to Jewish 
women. 

Hearst followers were jubilant to- 
night over the supreme court decision 
eliminating the names of democrat 
eandidates from the Independence!

Did Hearst Ask Murphy's Support? 

Charles F. Murphy, according to an 
interview tonight, is quoted as saying 
that Hearst met him twice in the sum- 
mer of 1904 and solicited his aid to ob- 
tain the democratic presidential nom- 
ination. 

Mr. Hearst has denied throughout 
the present campaign that he was éver 


to Murphy, and has’ explained that 
he was indorsed by Tammany when 
he ran for governor against Hughes, 
but at no time was reconciled to Tam- 
many -methods. He has said emphatic- 
ally that he never asked Murphy for 
any political favors. 

In addition, J. Sergeant Cram, one 
of Murphy's prominent lieutenants, is

STOCK 
COMING TO HALT 


Uncertainty Over the Money 
Outlook and Action of the 
European Banks. 


New York, October 26.—The specy- 
lation in stocks showed clear evidence 
today of coming to a halting place, fol- 
lowing the rather feverish fluctuations 
of the late markets. This was a con- 
sequence of the persisting uncertainty 
over the money outlook, in Spite of the 
relief afforded by. yesterday’s develop- 
ments over the immediate prospect. It 
was &@ growing impression in stock 
market circles that while the relief 
might be relied on to check the urgent 
pressure which the liquidation wag 
beginning to show, it would not be dis- 
creet to attempt a renewal of important 
Operations for the advance. The relax- 
ation in the tension of the money mar- 
ket which came yesterday, was be- 
Meved to be due, in fact, to a slowing 
up of speculation demands on the 
money market,.and to be dependent on 
a continuance of a policy of moderation 
in that respect. The approach of the 
United States Steel quarterly meeting, 
@lso was calculated to have some re- 
pressive effect on the speculation, ow- 
ing to the question which has arisen as 
to the ar ge the market is likely to 

@ most favorable influences 
might emanate from that 
meeting. The increasing weakness was 
due to this cause. The dividend ac- 
tion, announced after the market 
closed, and the net earnings accorded 
with expectations, but the unfilled or- 
ders on hand were below the estimates. 
The money market itself maintained 
the somewhat easier conditions which 
followed the decision yesterday of the 
directors of the Imperial Bank of Ger- 
many to leave the minimum discount 
rate of that institution undisturbed. 
There was a small accretion to the 
&S0ld holdings of the Bank of England, 
enough to create the impression that 
the 5 per cent bank rate would prove 
sufficient to accomplish the protective 
purposes designed by the series of ad- 
vances in rate. 

Importance was attached to the au- 
thoritative statement of the Bank of 
France authorities, made to the As- 
sociated Press, of their opinion of the 
international money situation. While 
yesterday’s report from Berlin of an 
intention of the Bank of France to 
take active measures im aid of the 
money situation was not confirmed by 
this statement, the assertion that such 
measures were not called for by the 
existing condition was reassuring and 
even more so was the announcement 
that the Bank of France, with its un- 
paralleled resources, “is ready, and 
even anxious, should the occasion de- 
mand, to loan gold to the Bank of 
England on the same conditions as in 
1907.” The stock market settlement 
in London disclosed a 6 per cent carry- 
over rate for Americans, which, while 
higher than the rate of two weeks ago, 
was not as much in excess of the mar- 
ket for money as was feared would be 
the case. An encouraging effect was 
caused by this and by the receipts of 
buying orders from London. When this 
had been executed the market began to 
show the effects of the uncertain fac- 
tors yet to be faced and of the reduc- 
tion of the short interest which has 
resulted in the course of the sharp re- 
covery of yesterday and the early mar- 
ket today. There was a suspicion pre- 
valent that the selling movement last 
week represented an extensiv de- 
crease of market. holdings on the: part 
of important interests which have con- 
ducted the prolonged campaign in the 
stock market and who might be dis- 
posed, therefore, to await a recession 
in prices before replacing those hold- 
ings. The special weaknese of the 
Hill stocks had a disturbing effect on 
sentiment as an evidence of influential 
liquidation of an investment sort. A 
show of strength at scattered points 
was an insufficient offset. One such 
point was in the Hawley group and 
which was the subject of rumors of a 
coming consolidation said to involve a 
consolidated mortgage issue. Further 
gold engagements for Brazil and with- 
drawals from the banks on subtreas- 
ury operations were disturbing ele- 
ments in the later market.
